Editor Republican: 
One would ex pect to see and h ear 
many kinds of song birds, h ut it* th ey 
are h ere 1 h ave never h eard th em. 
Th ere are 
parrots 
and 
buzzards, 
h ut th eir 
singing h as never been 
praised h v jniets or travelers. 
I h ave seen more buzzards h ere in 
a single day on th e Isth mus th an 1 
h ave seen in all my life in th e States. 
Th ere are iizzards in abundance, but 
of a h armless 
kind. 
Also many 
snakes. 
Th ese, 
h owever, 
are 
not 
very 
frequently found 
along th e 
traveled ways, not at all along th e 
streets in th e towns or cities. 
On th e works th e oth er day 1 saw’ 
a “nest” of a dozen dug up, averag­ 
ing some th ree feet in length . 
Th ere is not much fish ing, th ough 
I am told of some very good catch es 
in th e Ch agres river. 
Aligators are 
more plentiful on th e Pacific side. 
Now and th en th ey will be seen in 
th e ponds or streams inland. 
Th e 
boys captured one at San Pablo re­ 
cently th at measured fourteen feet. 
Th ey are very h ard to capture, as 
th eir sense of h earing is very acute. 
But by sh ooting out th eir eyes th ey 
can be taken wh en found on th e 
land. 
Turtles are plentiful and attain 
great size. 
We took dinner from 
one 
th at 
weigh ed 
four 
h undred 
and ninety-five pounds, wh ich was 
killed by th ree of th e men last week. 
Sloth s and monkeys are seen very 
frequently. 


Th e native h ogs are properly call­ 
ed “razor backs.” Sometimes men or 
boys lead th em along th e street as 
th ey would a dog. 
But for endur­ 
ance and trotting qualities th ey put 
th e average dog to sh ame. 
Th e ca t­ 
tle are better, h aving good size, long, 
round bodies and long h orns. 
I can 
not see wh y cattle raising would not 
h e profitable as th ey live and fatten 
upon native grasses and h erbs and 
are th e best animals upon th e isth ­ 
mus. 
Th e native h orses 
are very 
small and active. 
Th ey can go up 
h ill like a goat. 
Wh en working th ey 
will lay down in th e street or turn 
around in th e th ills. 
Th e natives 
often load th em with burdens larger 
th an th e h orse.

Likely That He Escaped. 


Union City , Term., Oct. 21.—Advices 
from Reelfoot lake, w'here a mob of 
masked men took Colonel R. Z. Tay lor, 
aged 60, and Captain Quinten Rankin, 
both of Trenton and widely known 
law'y ers, out of their hotel at that 
place and murdered the latter, fail to 
report the finding of Colonel Tay lor’s 
body or to reveal any trace of his 
whereabouts. 
A man named Pow'ell w'ho hauls fish 
from “The Log’’ to Hickman, is said 
to have been forced to accompany the 
mob, which numbered about eighty 
members. 
Powell had been stopping 
at the hotel, and w hen the riders called 
every one out and compelled them to 
lin up, Powell, Colonel Tay lor, Captain 
Rankin and the survey or, whose name 
is unknown, are said to have been 
taken away , the others being permitted 
to return to their beds. 
Powell states, it is said, that after 
hanging Rankin, a vote wras taken re­ 
garding the disposition to be made of 
Tay lor. 
During the dispute Tay lor 
made a dash and jumped into the 
bay ou, starting to swim across it. 
A 
num ber of shots were fired at him, and 
in the confusion Pow'ell slipped away 
and brought hack the story of the es­ 
cape, or attem pted escape, of Tay lor. 
Searchers found the trees on the 
edge of the bay ou clipped by bullets 
and there wfere deep footprints in the 
mud along the shore. 
On the other 
side of the bay ou, there was a single 
footprint. 
Governor Patterson arrived at Hum ­ 
boldt and held a consultation with citi­ 
zens of Trenton, who came down to 
meet him. 
Governor Patterson an­ 
nounced that he had offered a $10,000 
rew ard and would visit the scene in 
person. 
He then left for Union City 
and spent the night there. 
Judge Joseph E. Jones adjourned 
circuit court and called a special sea 
sion of court at Union City , whic^ is 
In his circuit. 
He announces that he 
will have the grand jury empanelled at 
once and will have the court organized 
immediately . 
Governor Patterson will 
have the militia called out to protect 
the sessions of the court if necessary , 
but has not y et been called upon by 
the sheriff of Obion county , in which 
the outrage occurred, for any troops— 
a requisite preliminary to calling them 
out for regular posse duty . 
One hundred militiamen, under the 
command of Colonel W. C. Tatom, 
mobilized at the state capitol in N ash­ 
ville and left for Reelfoot lake. 
The 
orders calling them out did not state 
whether they were to do guard duty 
at the courthouse pending the grand 
jury investigation, or w hether they 
were to go into field service. 
The trouble between inhabitants on 
the banks of Reelfoot lake and Colonel 
Tay lor and Captain Rankin originated 
several y ears ago, w'hen the two latter 
men incorporated and organized the 
W est Tennessee Land company . They 
bought Reelfoot lake from non-resident 
property 
owners 
and 
immediately 
made regulations of their own concern­ 
ing fishing privileges. 
The lake sep­ 
arates Obion and Lake counties, in the 
ex treme northw est corner of Tennes­ 
see. 
Numbers of the residents in that 
neighborhood have made their living 
for some time by fishing in the lake, 
and they became indignant when what 
they claimed as their “rights” w*ere 
disturbed. They made demands of the 
land company , and these were followed 
by threats. 
Colonel Tay lor desired protection, in 
some form, from the state, and he ob­ 
tained the passage by the legislature 
I of an act regulating fishing in Reelfoot 
lake. This act made it a misdemeanor 
to fish in the lake without pay ing a 
heavy fee. 
This served to arouse the 
fishermen. 
Fearing trouble, Captain 
Rankin and Colonel Tay lor have re­ 
mained away from the vicinity of the 
lake for some time.
